Fight For Florida and America 


f her ne’s A scHeME before the Congress which, if the bill became law, would 
take sixty-seven million, six hundred thousand dollars out of Florida alone 
in hidden interest over the next 100 years, and a grand total of four billion 
dollars across the United States in hidden interest subsidies. 

This is a program to put American taxpayers through the wringer for the 
Upper Colorado River project (H.R. 270, H.R. 3383 and §. 500), for unneeded 
irrigation and big dams which would plunge our country more deeply into debt, 
and increase the tax burden on all us and our children and grandchildren.

It assures a wider line of study for boys and girls who would otherwise get only 
the training of the old-time rural school; puts them, in the adolescent years, in 
contact with many children whereby the rough spots are smoothed out in daily 
living, and fits them to better adapt themselves to a society that changes each 
decade. An expanding population demands and will secure better schools. 


Farm Spending Is Up 


W b HEAR A LOT in Congress these days about weak farm prices, but by and 
all our farmers are doing very well. While products of the soil are about 
five percent below last year, more money is being spent by farm people. There 
is more talk about drought than softening prices. And odd though it may seem, 
the “big money” isn’t being made on the six crops under price bolsters, but on 
unsupported crops such as livestock, chickens and cotton.

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Egg marketing plays an important part in Chipley's income. Every effort in 
gathering, cooling, cleaning, grading and cartoning is aimed at making these 
eggs live up to their slogan: “Chipley's eggs are always in good taste.” 


A bout 5 years ago Alfred S. Chipley caught a 
vision of what hens in laying cages could mean 
to him and his family. He discussed the idea with 
Purina Dealer Oscar Corbin at Fort Myers. Cor- 
bin encouraged him to go ahead, and supplied 
basic plans that have been carefully followed. 
Today 1,000 Purina-fed layers in cages and a 
small grove of mangoes provide a comfortable 
living for the Chipley family of seven. 


Soon after graduating from the University of 
Florida, Alfred Chipley became an Air Force 
pilot. At the end of the war Major Chipley went 
to work for an engineering firm. The unpleasant 
factor about his work was that it necessitated 
moving his family frequently from city to city. 
Alfred Chipley had left the “sand patch” farm 
near Bokeelia, Florida, on which he was raised 
because he recognized the limitations of that 
farm in making him a satisfactory living. Now, 
because he saw an opportunity in caged layers 
that had not been there previously, he returned 
to the very farm on which he was raised. 

“We don't have as much money coming in now 
as when Alfred had a salaried job,” laughed Mrs. 
Chipley, “but the dollars we do have buy things 
money couldn't buy for us before. What money 
we do have goes lots farther here, and with our 
big family that’s mighty important.” 

The Chipleys were among the “pioneers” in the 
cage egg business. “My training as an engineer 
probably helped me see the possibilities in the 
new system of poultry management,” Chipley 
stated, “but I had had no previous poultry expe- 
rience. I had no outmoded practices to forget. 
I accepted the Purina Program as a package, and 
followed every phase of it, just the way my Purina 
Dealer advised I should.”

Their slogan, 
“Chipley’s eggs are always in good taste,” is 
backed by their program of egg gathering, cool- 
ing, buffing off soil, grading and placing in at- 
tractive cartons. Customers call at the farm for 
about 25% of the egg output, but the Chipleys 
prefer selling through established retailers. They 
keep a list of stores, cafes, drug stores, grills, 
etc., where eggs in cartons or served ready to 
eat are available, and encourage customers to 
patronize these merchants.
